HE HOME. 
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COOKING HINTS. 

To chop suet easily sprinkle it with 
flour. It prevents matting together. 

To stone raisins when one has no ma- 
chine, drop in warm water. Cut open 
with point of penknife and seeds will 
come out without difficulty. 

Toblanch almonds drop for an instant 
in very hot water, which will loosen the 
brown skins, then throw them into cold 
water and rub between the fingers. 

To keep lemons fresh put them in cold 
Water and change the water every other 
day. 

To keep “meat sweet cover it with 
milk. Sour milk, buttermilk or sweet 
milk is equally efficacious. 

To keep the fresh green color of vege- 
tables after cooking boil them without 
the cover on the kettle. 

To keep onions white after boiling do 
not cook too long, nor in an iron pot. 
Cooled in granite ware or porcelain 
lined kettle and removeds as soon as 
beiled, they will be white and good to 
look at. 

Dredge the top ofacake with flour 
before icing, and the icing will not 
run. 

Boiled ham, tongue or beef should be 
cooled in the water in which it was 
boiled as this makes it moist and ten- 
der. 

Plain paste for pastry may be made 
flaky if it is rolled thin, folded, left 
in the ice box over night, and baked 
before it has grown warm. 

Water used instead of milk for mix- 
ing cakes makes a loaf which remains 
moist a long time. 

_To test the heat of an oven use @& 
bit of white paper. If it burns at once 
the oven is too hot for anything; if 
it turns a delicate brown, it indicates 
pastry heat; for cake it will be dark 
yellow; light yellow shows the proper 

eat for biscuit and sponge cakes, or 
any cakes requiring rather slow bak- 
ing. For meats the first heat should 
be strong to keep the juice in the 
meat. 

Meats never allowed to boil will be 
more tender than those that cook hard. 
Tough meats become tender by proper 
cooking, while the reverse of this is 
equally true. Hard boiling in salted 
water will toughen the best piece of 
meat ever sold. 

Bits of fish may be used for salad, 
and it is very good. Any mayonnaise 
may be used, but fish salad calls for 
more mustard and vinegar. A _chop- 
ped pickle added to the fish makes it 
piquant. 

Bits of fish may also appear in the 
form of soup. They are boiled in milk, 
strained through a coarse sicve, season- 
ed to tasie and served with croutons, 

Use bits of stale bread for croutons. 
Cut them in small dice and brown in 
the oven. Serve hot with soup. 

All. bread crumbs which may be in 
the bread jar should be dried, rolled 
fine, and placed in a jar or can ready 
to use in escalloping meats, fish, oys- 
ters, vegetables, or as thickening. 

When adding cornstarch or any thick- 
ening to hot liquid mix it smooth with 
enough cold water to make it fluid. 
Pour it slowly into the hot, and stir 
constantly until it becomes clear. 

To keep yolks of eggs fresh after 
whites have been used, set aside in a 
cup With a little water over the sur- 

ace, 5 

Fresh eggs sink to the bottom of a 
pail of water. Stale eggs float on the 
top. Eggs between these stages indi- 
cate their age by the depth to which 
they sink. 

Meat and fish should be removed from 
paper as soon as received. The paper 
absorbs the juices. 

Onion juice may be extracted by cut- 
ting an onion in half and pressing it 
against a grater. Salt rubbed over the 
grater will remove the onion odor from 
it, and may be used in cooking. 

The tops of celery dried and rubbed 
to powder are excellent for flavoring 
soups and gravies. The celery should 
be dried in the sun or in a very slow 
oven. 

Horse radish root put into a jar of 

ckles will keep vinegar from losing 
Its strength and prevent mold from 


forming. 

One cup of butter packed firmly is 
a pound. Four cupfuls of flour make 
one pound. Two cupfuls of granulated 


sugar are the same weight. 


To thicken clear soup use pearl tapi- | 


oca. Let it boil clear and then add to 
the soup. Sweeten butter that needs 
it by placing it in a porcelain kettle 
with a little water, salt and soda. Let 
it come to a boil. Turn it into a stone 
jar and set where it is cool. The im- 
urities settle to the bottom, and the 
utter is not too salt for cooking. It 
will form a cake at the top of the wa- 
ter which must be turned off. 

The yolk of an egg beaten up with 
coffee is better for bilious people than 
cream. It is also nourishing. 

After greasing cake tins sprinkle with 
flour, shaking off all that will come. 

Never finish a meringue by placing it 
in a hot oven. It should brown slow] 
in acool oven when it will rise hig 
and be light and spongy. 


Old potatoes are made mealy by being | 
soaked for an hour in cold water after 
being led. When boiling they should 


be cooked in saited water; when the 
potatoes are soft, turn off the wa- 
ter, leave the potatoes in covered kettle 
to dry off all steam. They will be near- 
ly as nice as new ones. 


THE FRUIT SEASON. 


To Preserve Plums.—Take fine, ripe, 
blue plums; weigh them, and to each 
pound allow 11-4 pounds of loaf sugar. 
Spread the plums out on large dishes 
and cover them with half the sugar 
you have allotted to them. if you use 
loaf sugar powder it, and let them lie 
in the sugar all night. Next morning 
pour the juice from the plums into a 
porcelain preserving kettle, add the 
half of the sugar to it, and let it melt 
over the fire. When it has boiled 
akim it, and then put in the plums. Boil 
them over a moderate fire for about 45 
minutes, then take out the plums one 
by one with a spoan and spread them 
on large dishes to cool. If the syrup 
is not sufficiently thick and clear, boil 
and skim it a lit > ex = it is. = 
the plums into rs, and pour 
“4 warm, ver coal The flavor 

ed by boiling in

Put the plums and sugar into a pre- 
serving kettle, and pour in half a pint 
of clear hard water. Put the kettle 
over a moderate fire and boil and skim 
it. As soon as the skin begins to crack 
or shrivel, take out the piums one at 
a time—leaving the syrup on the fire 
—and spread them on large dishes to 
cool. Place them in the air, and as soon 
as cool—or better, quite cold—return 
them to the syrup. which must have 
| been. kept slowly simmering, and_boil 
the plums again till they are quite clear, 
but not till they break. Put them 
warm into large glass or queensware 
jars, and pour the syrup over them. 
ie them closely with thick paper and 
keep in acool, dry place. 

Peaches for Common Use.—Take fine 
ripe peaches; pare and cut them in 
half. Remove all the stones, and 
spread out the cut peaches on large 
dishes. Place the dishes on the sunny 
roof of a porch or shed, and let the 
peaches have the full benefit of the sun 
for three days, four days, if very juicy, 
taking them in when cloudy or as soon 
as the sun is off. This will half dry 
them. Then pack them closely in stone 
ars with a thick layer of the best 
xrown sugar between every layer of 
peaches, putting plenty of sugar at the 
bottom and top of the jars. Cover 
them closely, and set them away in a 
cool, dry place. If the peaches are 
properly done, they will keep a year, 
and are good for pies and sauce, 1D 
the winter and spring. 

Canned Peaches—Take fine’ ripe 
Peaches, not too soft. Pare, halve, and 
Weigh them, and to each pound allow 
eight ounces of granulated sugar. Put 
the sugar—with just water enough to 
dissolve it—over the fire, and as it boils, 
skim it, then put in the peaches, a 
few at a time, and as soon as they are 
well scalded, take them carefully out 
and pack in glass jars, filling the jars 
nearly full. Strain the syrup, boil it 
again, and then fill up the jars with it. 
Run the handle of a spoon down the 
inside of the jar to let the bubbles es- 
cape, and then seal quickly. 

Preserved Peaches.—Select some very 
ripe, juicy peaches; pare and cut in 
halves, then weigh and allow one pound 
of granulated sugar to each pound of 
fruit. Make a syrup of the sugar, 
with a very little water. Boil the 
peaches in syrup until they are tender, 
soft and transparent, then take them 


| 

out and put them into jars; boil the 
syrup down until thick and clear; 
strain, and pour it over the peaches in 
the jars, and seal at once. 
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TRICKS WITH FIGURES, 
How Many Alicged Experts Startle Their 
Friends. 

“Every now and then a mathematical 
prodigy bobs up,” said a man who dotes 
on figures, “and the people go wild 
over him. In some cases he really is 
an expert, but there are so many tricks 
with figures that the ability to com- 
pute a long sum is not evidence that 
the man is more than a sharp trickster. 
To illustrate, if you will give me a per- 
fect cube, I will tell you immediately 
what the cube root of it is.” 

An arithmetic was hunted up and the 
figures given, 12,087. No sooner were 
they repeated than he gave the cube 
root as 23, which was correct. He made 
no mystery of the fact that he arrived 
at the answer by a clever trick, and 
explained : 

“All you need to extract cube roots 
is to have a small iable firmly fixed 
in your mind.

BAD FLAVORS IN BUTTER. 

“In the Jate summer the butter is 
apt to be ill flavored in several ways. 
The effect of the heat upon the cows 
during the few weeks of the highest 
‘emperature and the tormenting an- 
noyances from the flies have such an 
injurious result upon the cows as to 
produce impurities in the milk that be- 
‘ome concentrated in the fats, and thus 
get into the butter. Of course all this 
will apply to cheese as well, so that this 
is a matter for the consideration and 
ittention of every dairyman, whether 


he be a milk seller or a cheese or but- | 


ter muker,” says a writer. 

“When the blood of any animal is 
overheated a highly feverish condition 
of the system is produced. This causes 
the production in the system of  un- 
healthy matters, due te the decomposi- 
tion of the: excessive wastes that re- 
sult from the excited circulation, sume 
of which we lecome acquainted with 
as the perspiration that escapes from 
the skin, and the excretion of the kid- 
neys. The increased destruction of 
tissue caused by the excessive action of 
the heated system produces an enlarg- 
“i quantity of urea, which is collect- 
xd in ithe blood, and may not be whol- 
ly thrown off by the proper organs— 
the kidneys—but is taken up by the 
milk, thus immediately producing im- 
purity in this fluid and tending to its 
premature decomposition. Doubtless 
these impurities often render milk un- 
wholesome, the exceedingly disagreear 
ble results being noticed by the cheese 
maker in the floating curds, which so 
much trouble him at such times as 
this, and aiso in the huifing of the 
chs, which is caused by Lube evoiulion 
ol fas in the premature decompusilion 
of it. 
or, both of butter and cheese, and the 
soll, greasy, oily character of the but- 
ter, miay be laid rightly to the exces- 
sive heat and its injurious results on 
the cows. : 

Again, it is just at this time when 
ihe bitterness of the milk and cream, 
and, ol course. of the pruducis of Liese, 
annoys dairymen of all kinds. If the 
gource of this is sought, it must be loox- 
ed tor in the pastures, now very much 
infested by prevalent weeds of an ex- 
Ceedingly aromatic kind. ibe rag- 
Weed now prevails Wherever the farm- 
er is heediess as to these results of it 
in the dairy producis. There are 
many other strong-tlavored weeds to be 
found ia the fields at this time, and the 
tows tor want of better food, eat 
these plants, the odoriferuus oils — of 
Which cause the scent lo be absoreed 
directly by the milk, Lo tbe great in- 
jury of the dairyinen. Z 
_ Again the supply of fuod is now secant 
in niost farms. this is nut all to be laid 
to the charge of the farmers. ihe 
@eaeon has teen sucu that it has been 
impossivle for the most careful farim- 
er tv provide agains: this; bul li 1s 
guite irue that in miany some- 
thing might be done tu avoid any dif- 
ficulty from this defect of the seasons, 
and lo secure sume adequate provision 
for the cows as a rule for every year. 
There are some who never have to con- 
tend with this trouble, and all might 
gel relief i they would only by fore- 
sight and some energy take the only 
sale and effective Course to save them- 
selves from the difticulty, which is the 
timely planting of a sufficient quan- 
tity of fodder corn to meet the searel- 
ty of the season.

the poison passes away in the milk. ‘This 
fact alone will speak volumes to the 
dairymen in yegard to the extreme 
danger and the injury to the milk re- 
sulting from the poisonous gases that 
rise from the swamps at this season of 
the year; and the noxious character of 
the herbage grown on these lands, 
with the unwhplesome water that in 
times of drought the cows are compell- 
ed to drink, here i8 no wonder that 
the milk of cows so fed and watered 
should produce the various fevers that 
prevail in the late summer, one of which 
especially note-worthy, is that known 
as milksick, by which, while the cows 
escupe as above mentioned, the major- 
ity of persons who contract the — dis- 
ease through milk, or butter or cheese 
made of the milk, perish. 

*This is all avoidable. And at the 
sime time, while this is the case, there 
is the far more profitable result of the 
care by which the troubles are avoid- 
ad, in the more excellent quality of 
all the dairy products made at this 


season under the best system of man- , 


agement of the dairy. 

“The pasture that has been reserved 
for this season, if it has been kept free 
from weeds, and the second growth 
{rom former use for the cows, and has 
been well cleaned of the old refuse, and 
been sweetened by a light dressing of 
lime and salt, is unexcelled even by the 
fresh spring herbage. It is fuller of 
outriment than this, for the grass is 
more mature, and while it is young and 
tender, it contains all the larger nu- 
triment of the mature pasture. And it 
comes at a season when there is urg- 
ent need for it, and when the market 
price of the best dairy products reach- 
es the highest point, or when the pro- 
duct may be kept for later sale in the 
winter at still better prices. 

“But the climate of this continent is 
not so favorable for grass—at least un- 
der our less skillful culture of the land 
~—as that of European countries, and 
notably England, with whose products 
we directly compete. Thus it is bet- 
ter for us, at least those of us who 
have not learned exactly how to main- 
tain an excellent grass pasture, to de- 
pend on some grown crop to meet this 
need. And here we have an equival- 
ent in our inestimable corn. This plant 
is exactly suited for the exigency, for 
it is now in its most valuable condition, 
that is, full of rich nutriment,  suc- 
culent, and productive of the most 
excellent milk, The dairyman who 
neglects to reinforce himself with a 
sufficient supply of green corn for this 
seison of need, misses a great oppor- 
tunity. And, as the season of frosts 
will soon come, when the corn must 
be gathered into the silo or the barn, 
the place of it is excellently filled by

| Mow an Enterprising Grower Manages His 
Orchard, 


| The great Hale peach orchard, in 
' Georgia, covers 1,078 acres, 600 of 
which are in bearing trees, and the re- 
i|mainder in nursery stock. There are 
avenues running north and _ south 
through the orchard, 500 feet apart, 
with across road every 1,000 feet. 
There are two large packing houses 


stories high, and a lodging house’ or 
hotel has just been built for the help. 
Last year some 40) helpers camped in 
barns, wagons, tents, etc. At pick- 
ing time about 5009 men and women, 
chiefly colored, and seventy-five horses 
and mules, are employed, while fifty 
men and thirty mules are employed 
the year round. At the lodging house 
rooms and beds are free, and board 
,costs $2.50 a week, while famillés and 
eng can furnish their own food and 

ave it cooked for themselves if they 
choose. This year the curculio attacked 
the peaches, and Mr. Hale wage 
prompt war upon the insects, jarring 
the trees and catching the insects in 
sheets tacked to light semicircular hoop 
frames. Two of these were brought 
together about a tree, which wasstruck 
, by a rubber-padded club, and the in- 
sects which dropped were then thrown 
into buckets and carried by boys to 
barrels in wagons and drawn away to 
be burned with the stung fruit which 
‘dropped with them. Fifty men were 
busy for nearly two months, from early 
April onward, at this work, which cost 
' $4,000. But while in other orchards 
| from 60 to 90 per cent. of the fruit was 
‘lost, ang in some orchards the entire 
| crop, the Hale orchard alone had a full 
crop, and many of the trees were so 
overloaded that they required severe 
thinning by hand.

THE BIGGEST LAMP. - 


Mundreds of Feet Hizh, and Lights Up the 
Country for Miics. 

The largest gaslight in the whole 
world is near Sisterville W. Va. Day 
and night its flame roars and_ hisses 
and the mountains in the neighborhood 
are overhung with the dense, black 
smoke that accompanies the burning 
of petroleum, either crude or refined. 

As soon as possible the lamp will be 
extinguished, for the loss occasioned by 
its burning amounts to several hundred 
dollars each day. 

On the night of Aug. 16 the famous 
Newbanks oil well caught fire: Sever- 
al thousand barrels of oil were stored 
near the well, and they furnished a fine 
supply of fuel for the fierce fire: Such 
a thing as extinguishing the flames 
when such combustible material was on 
hand was not to be considered, and noth- 
ing could be done. So the giant lamp 
was permitted to burn. 

The derrick and machinery around | 
the mouth of the well finally caught

The 
cheat was so great that no one could ap- 
proach the well, and the thousands of 
oil barrels that had exploded flooded 
the valley, forming a lake of fire sev- 
eral acres in extent surrounding t 
well, 

BEAUTIFUL FIRE EFFECTS. 

As the gas forced its way out of the 
small hole in the ground and into the} 
air it took the crude petroleum along} 
with it. At the height of two or three | 
hundred feet this oil began falling

The flames: formed a gigantic. torch, 
the glistening drops of burning oil 
making a dazzling shower surrounding 
the burning gas. The black smoke 
which flpated away over the fire added 
much to the spectacular effect of the 
conflagration. The next day the sky 
was overcast with black smoke and the 
air was heavy with the pungent scent 
of burning oil and gas. ; : 

For several days the. flames continu- 
‘ed to burn. Gradually, however, the | 
lake of fire diminished in size, until 
nothing burned but the gas and oil at 
the mouth of the well: Then it _ be- 
came possible to consider ways of shut- 
ting off the supply of gas and thus put- 
ting out the fire. Up to date these ef- 
forts have been futile and the gascon- | 
tinues to burn, a monument otf flame) 
that can be seen for miles; But for 
the mountains surrounding and obscur- | 
ing it the torch could be seen over sev- 
eral counties.

AN EXECUTION IN PERSIA. 


HOW ACRIMINAL IS PUT TO DEATH 
IN THAT COUNTRY 


Buried Alive in Plaster of Paris—TePrible | 
Safferings of the Victims—Ucartrende | 
img Scenes af the Execution. 

A hideous form of execution, 
has not been practiced for twenty 
years, was revived. the other day to! 
strike terror into the ‘hearts of the_ 
the 
London Graffic. The murder of the | 
Shah was followed by a succession of | 
robberies on the road between Bush- | 
ire and Isfahan, the nomad tribes g0- 
ing out in large parties and looting vil- | 
lages and caravans, and an Englishman | 
was even stripped naked and beaten | 
With sticks. One hundred thousand | 
pounds was estimated, as the value of 
property that changed hands during 
one week. Every day individuals came 
naked into Shiraz, and the roads were | 
strewn with merchandise that the rob- 
bers found unsuitable to earry off. At; 
this juncture H.R.H. Rubhkn-ed-Dow- 
leh, Governor of Shiraz, marched out | 
of prison five men, who common report 
said, had been there for five. months, 
and had had nothing whatever to do; 
With the matter, but had merely been 
brought from the south, because they | 
refused to_pay the excessive taxes im- 
posed upon them. These men were” to 
be executed to frighten the people by 
being buried alive in plaster of Paris. 
This form of execution is called “Gateb- | 
ing,” and consists of a hollow pillar : 


which | 


ing erected over a hole about two feet 
deep, so that the whole forms a well 
into which the prisoner is put, some- 
times, the most merciful! method, head 
downwards, and at others with his 
head sticking out over the top; plaster 
of Paris is then emptied in, and be- 
tween each basketful water is poured 
down the well. The gatch then swells, 
and when it hardens it stops the cir- 
culation, causing the most : 
EXCRUCIATING AGONY. 

About 9 a.m. on Sunday, May, 10th, 
the five prisoners, chained neck to 
neck, were marched out. of prison, and 
slowly escorted by a large mob, who 
were kept from pressing too close by | 
soldiers with fixed bayoyets and others 
with long sticks, they were taken to 
the Koran Gate, neir the Bagh-i-No, 
on the town site of which, alongside the 
road, their wells had been prepared. 
It took one hour to reach the Bagh-i- 
No, but the torture of this form of ex- 
ecution being unknown to the prison- 
ers, they waiked along without a | 


of fear. 


They were. taken into a high walled |} 


garden, a guard being placed at the 
entrance, and in a short time the first 
to be executed was brought out. Round 
his neck was a steel coilar with a chain, 
which his guard held tightly in his 
hand. Someone offered him a pitcher 
of water froin which he eagerly drank, 
and then, not knowing to what awful 
death he was doomed, be walked calmly 
and without a word to his well. It 
took nearly a half an hour to fill the 
well with gatch, during all of which 
time the sticks of the soidiers were in | 
use to keep the crowd from pressing too | 
close, and hampering the movements of | 
those employed with the yatch. 

Having obtained a photograph of a 
form of execution which I hope has 
been resorted to for the last time, | 
hurried from the spot, and only just 
in time, as I afterwards beard, to es- 
cape the most heartrending scenes. 
When the gatch becaine soiid and tight- 
ened on the poor prisoner, his yells 
were frightful to listen to, and as they 
were carried over the walled garden, 
those waiting their turn realized that 
the death to which they were doomed, 
so far from being the painless one they 
had hoped for, was instead of a terrible 
nature. As the fourth man was lec 
from the garden he begged the exe- 
cutioner to take him to the Bazaar, 
where he would find some cone to give 
him ten tumans, (£2), after which he 
could 


CUT HIS HEAD OFF. 
The fifth man became even more fran- 
tic as the yells issued from the mouths 
of his companions. “Spare me! Spare 
me!" he cried, ‘‘and If will show you 
where two thousand tumans (£400), 
lie hid,” but his offer came too late. 
When three days later I passed along ;

bly been done to death. :
